la 1872 the Comanche Mas­ 
onic Lodge bought land in the 
vicm.iiy between the present West 
Ward School and the Comanche 
High School building with the 
purpose of using St as a lodge 
room and a 
College”. Prof. Dave 
S Switzer was the first princip­ 
al of this school. Tlie school at 
first was known as The Masonic 
Academy and was erected at a 
time when the Masonic lodges of 
Texas were erecting colleges in 
many counties of Texas, espec­ 
ially m South and East Texas. 
Prof. Switzer was the first of 
many great teachers to head the 
school in the “Old Rock Build­ 
ing.” He was a college graduate, 
holding the 
M.A. degree 
from 
the University of Mississippi and 
was a man of great culture and 
influence, and later 
w eis presi­ 
dent of W eatherford College. He 
taught at W eatherford until the 
spring of 1879, when he went to 
G ranbury to head the Oranbury 
M ethodist College. 
Prof Switzer was succeeded at 
Comanche by Prof. J. W, Tim ­ 
mons who taught only one year, 
going to San Angelo where he 
took up the practice of law and 
later was a distinguished Judge 
for more than 25 years. 
I 
In 1882 Comanche College had 
as its head one P. M. Bames, 
f A.M., according to the esu-ly files 
of The Chief which said he was 
lone of the most intelligent men 
ever to teach in Comanche, but 
he failed to please all the pat­ 
rons and stayed only one year. 
His assistants were W. D. Cox, 
father of Jim Cox of today; Mrs.’ 
E. L. Knudson with Miss Ida 
Hart as music teacher. 
Rev. W. S. Fontaine, a Bap­ 
tist minister, was the next presi­ 
dent of Comanche College. He 
was a great scholar. His daugh­ 
ter, Mrs. Sallie l^;x>twood Samp­ 
son, became nationally known as 
a woman of literature and tal­ 
ent. Prof. Fontaine h e lj^ or­ 
ganize

moderator. After a few years he 
sold his home in Comanche and 
moved to Salem. North Caro­ 
lina. 
In 1882, the great Prof. W. P. 
Rogrs. generally conceded to be 
the greatest school t e a c h e r Co­ 
manche ever had, CEune to Co­ 
manche from Athens. Texas and 
took charge of

him from Athens eight students 
all of whom stayed here until 
they were graduated from school.

W. T. Mann, a man of great in- 
fluenc .who also served as chair­ 
man of the Comanche County 
Board of Examiners For Teach­ 
er’s Certificate He was re-elect­ 
ed in 1888, but later was given 
a “whipping” by one of the p at­ 
rons of the school and went to 
Colorado, Texas, where he became 
head of the ¡school and made a 
great success. 
The assault on the Comanche 
sui^rintendent "split ” the Board 
of Education, and divided 
the 
sentim ent of the people so much 
th at the school closed th at year 
without any commencement exer­ 
cises. 
Prof. Mann was succeeded at 
Comanche by R. E L. Robertson, 
but he faced a difficult situation, 
due to a divided board and sen­ 
tim ent among the people and. he 
decided not to apply for re-elec­ 
tion. He w’as succeeded as super­ 
intendent in 1889 by Prof. C. O. 
Sm ith with Prof. John W. Mc- 
Uhaney as first assistant. 
Mr. Sm ith was re-elected in 
1890 and Prof. Rogers came back 
into the Comanche school sys­ 
tem as princliMil. The next year 
Rogers was again elected sup­ 
erintendent in 1890, a post he 
held until his death 
12 years 
later. 


Prof. Rogers wa.s succeeded by 
Prof. W. A. Evans, who later 
became one of the leading school 
men of the state and was elected

Prof. Evans never lost 
his love for Comanche and con­ 
tinued to make visits here for 
many years.

Witt 
served for two years when he 
resigned to enter the automobile 
business in Comanche as the Of­ 
ficial Ford Dealer of the coun­ 
ty. Mr. W itt accumulated a great 
dealth of wealth before moving 
to Coleman where he still 1938) 
resides and is the owner of the 
Ford Agency 
Prof. W itt was succeeded by 
R. F. Holloway, who was both 
a lawyer and a college teacher 
at 
Stephenville. 
He 
served 
as 
superintendent at Comanche from 
1911 to 1919 and was recognized 
as one of the most progressive 
school heads ever to teach in 
this part of the state. Нэ con­ 
ducted the high school along the 
lines of a college, and pupils 
from all over the county and 
many adjoining counties trans­ 
ferred to the Comanche school 
system.
